We  can  never  fully  express  our  appreciation  to  our  parents,  teachers  and  friends  who  guided  and  helped 
us  reach  our  goal  of  graduation.  May  we  repay  them  in  part  by  proving  that  we  are  worthy  of  their  efforts  and 
sacrifices,  as  we,  the  1956  Senior  Class  of  Cooleemee  High  School  go  to  face  the  future  of  countless  days.
